State Treasurer Broward Wil- 
liams, chairman of the cabi- 
net sub-committee, in regard 
to improving the pay of the 
troopers and to provide for 
other benefits which will keep 
qualified personnel on the job. 

“I have talked with State 
Treasurer Williams in regard 
to the problems which have re- 
sulted in the resignation of 
Florida Highway Patrolmen,” 
Thomas said. “Не has inform- 
ed me that an in-depth study 
is being made and a search is 
underway to come up with suf- 
ficient funds to -provide the 
patrolmen with pay increases 
they deserve." 

"The senator said Col. H. N. 
Kirkman, director of the De- 
partment of-Public Safety, will 
present a report to the cabinet 
sub-committee which will meet 
the needs of the state troopers. 

Thomas said the report will 
be submitted within 60 days 
and that it will cover the many 
problems which have caused 
the resignations. 

“The pay scale of the de- 
partment is not adequate and 
jn some instances is less than 
what is paid local and county 
law enfotcement officers.” the 
senator explained. “Under the 
pay plan now in force, senior- 
ity was eliminated. Seniority is 
vital to keeping men whose va- 
lue increases with experience 

ind the pay scale should reflect 
seniority: otherwige a man of 
several years experience will be 
drawing approximately ide 
same pay as а new man on the 
force who has not been tested 
by experience. 

He said he understood there 
will be a review of the retire- 
ment policies of the depart- 
ment so that men who are ей- 
gible for retirement may take 
advantage of it, thereby creat- 
ing additional positions. 

We certianly must make 
every effort to retain qualified 
personnel in the department.” 
Thomas said. “I believe most 
of our citizens will agree the 
Highway Patrolmen are doing 
an. Outstanding job and we must 
keep the men we have and ex- 
pand the force of the depart- 
ment to meet the increasing 
traffic problems on our high- 
ways."

Will has had a varied part 
in the development of the Ever- 
glades. He came here over half 
a century ago during the early 
days of reclamation. He has 
experienced every hurricane 
which has visited this area. and 
was in the center of the ones 
he describes in his book. He 
gained first hand knowledge 
of the original lake shore levee 
as an operator of a floating 
dredge which erected а large 
part of its length. 

In 1913.-he. with four oth. 
ers. came to the Everglades 
and started the settlemen of 
Okeelanta. and were the first 
to try to farm this newly drain- 
ed sawgrass country. Later. as 


a licensed operator of passen- 
ger and freight boats, he en- 
gaged in transportation between 
settlements on Lake Okcecho- 
bee and cities оп. the East 
Coast before roads of апу 
kind penetrated this almost in- 
accessible region. In addition. 
he operated tow boats and 
floating dredges in all parts 
of the Glades, and during the 
Boom and Prohibition days he 
Tan a boat yard in Ft. Lauder- 
dale. 

In 1927 Will came to his 
present home. Belle Glade, now 
the largest city in the Ever- 
glades, but then a frontier set- 
lement. He started a garage 
now an auto parts store, which 
is the oldest business іп. the 
city. While: serving on thë 
Town Council he organized a 
fire department and was for 30 
years its part time chief. mean- 
while running the store and a 
bus station and doing some 
farming. 

Although he has published 
five books on the subject. he 
continues to write of the lives 
and activities of those who par- 
ticipated in the early develop. 
ment of this region. 

Will's other books are "Crac- 
ker History of Okeechobee.” 
‘Okeechobee Boats and Skip- 
pers." “Okeechobee Catfishinj 
nd “A Dredgeman of Cape 
Sable."

The problem is created, City 
Manager Tevis Huguely said. 
by the around-the-clock park- 
ing in that area. The street 
sweeper goes through that area 
but can not reach the curb be- 
cause cars are parked on both 
sides. The litter control unit, 
using prison labor, can manual- 
ly push the rubbish out into 
the street so it can be picked 
up by the sweeper, he said, but 
this is undependable because 
of the supply of prisoners 10 
work the detail. A concentrat- 
ed effort will be made to re- 
solve the problem using the lit- 
ter control crew, Huguely said. 
If that does not work the Com. 
mission will consider parking 
restrictions on that street so 
the sweeper can do its job. 


Connell said the additional 
trash receptacles might help 
the problem. Something must 
be done, he said, but care must 
be taken to not create the pro- 
blem of parking while solving 
the problem of the litter. 


Commissioners authorized the 
purchasing of two police cars. 
On the recommendation of 
Commissioner Farmer the city 
will purchase one regular car 
and one heavier car for the 
Police Department. A third 
car is authorized in the bud. 
get, Huguely said, but would 
not be purchased at this time 
Bidding on the сагу was re- 
stricted to ‘dealers operating in 
the city of Belle Glade on the 
recommendation of Commis- 
sioner Bowen. One of the cars 
to be replaced is “running on 
its" last legs." Huguely told the 
Commissioners. 


The Commission waved a 
$20 fee in a rezoning request 
from Friendship Baptist 
Church. 


Church members in 1960 
had requested the rezoning of 
the wrong lots on the 500 block 
of S. W. Sth St.. At that time 
they paid the rezoning fee 
They are now ready to build 
but do not have the lots they 
own zoned properly. Commis- 
sioner Bailey moved to refer 
the rezoning request the 
Planning Board for action and 
wave the fee. 
Bowen moved to refer the case 
of the two lots that were ori- 
ginally rezoned from R-2 
R-3 to the Planning Board for 
rezoning back to R-2. The 
Commission passed both mo 
tions.

The Library Board present- 
ed to the Commission the first 
policy statement for Library 
operation to be drafted. Most 
of the policies have been fol- 
lowed for many years but this 
is the first time they have been 
reduced to written form.

Florida Power and Light 
Corp. has requested an esti- 
mate from the city on the pro- 
репу of the dump for con- 
struction of lines. The estimate 
requested. Huguely ` said. di 
minishes the value of the pro- 
pertv. The dump area will he 
filled in the near future. he 
said. the land will become a 
valuable asset to the city. He 
recommended the Commission 
to reject $600 offered for the 
estimate and request 83.000 


The Commission asked that 
the Port Committee of ide 
Chamber of Commerce make a 
recommendation about elimi- 
nating the two week limit on 
campers at the Marina. In 
1965 when the city set up rules 
for the use of the facility, they 
set a two weeks limit on camp- 
ers. Huguely said he had dis- 
cussed the matter with Chief 
of Police Charles D. Goodlett 
who is very active on the pro- 
ject. and they recomended 
the ban be lifted becaüse there 


will be over 650 camping spots 
available when the south island 
is opened. 

“We have lost revenue and 
made people mad because of 
this regulation,” Huguely sai 
In removing the regulation, 
Huguely said, be would te. 
commend that the city reserve 
the right to ask that campsites 
be vacated at the end of two 
weeks. This will insure that the 
new freedom will not be taken 
advantage of. he said. 

А new telephone system for 
City Hall. estimated 10 cost 
$2200 was OK'ed by the 
Commission. The replacing of 
the city's present system was 
provided for in the new bud- 
gel. 

Huguely told commissioners 
he did not know exactly what 
was planned but that Southern 
Bell Telephone guaranteed the 
system would solve the present 
problems and take саге, of 
growth for many years. The 
company would replace the sy- 
stem if it did not fulfill the 
citys needs, Huguely said. 

Authorization was given for 
payment of $600 in atlorney's 
fees incurred in the water 
treatment plant and elevated 
storage plant construction. At- 
torney John Baker told the 
Commission that this covers 
"Everything from the bids to 
date."

One can see that the hippie 
attitudes are spreading. espec- 
ially insofar as obscenity is 
concerned. In recent years, the 
motion picture industry has let 
down the standards of decency. 
Nudity is on the increase in 
films. Foul words are uttered 
in motion pictures supposedly 
produced for respectable peo- 
ple. The racks of paper back 
books at drug stores, airports 
and other public places are fill- 
ed with books that belong to 
the literature of the gutter. 
Sadism and perversion has be- 
сое the standard fare of the 
legitimate theater. 

‘A generation ago, pornogra- 
phic literature was not permit- 
ted in the United States. A few 
dealers in gutter literature 
smuggled it into the country 
from Paris. Nowadays, the pro- 
duction and sale of pornograp- 
hic literature has become a co- 
lossal industry. The young 
people of America are being 
daily exposed to the offerings

Robert Lee Smith of East 
Bradenton, Florida. apprehend- 
ed in an unlicensed Pennsyl- 
vania farm labor camp, plead- 
ed guilty to failing to comply 
with the provisions of ће 
Farm Labor Contractor Regis- 
tration Act. The fine was im- 
posed by a Federal court in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania. 

The Farm Labor Contractor 
Registration Act requires crew 
ers who cross State lines 
10 register with the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor. The aim 
of the Act is to improve con- 
ditions for interstate migrant 
farm workers by requiring that 
the contractors observe pres- 
cribed regulations in dealing 
with both workers and employ- 
ers. Farm labor contractors co- 
vered by the law must apply 
for registration certifi 
nually as determined by 
Secretary of Labor. 

Crew leaders are intermed- 
iaries who recruit groups of 
migrant farm workers and 
serve as their representative in 
negotiations for agricultural 
employment.

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Four petitions from organiz- 
ed groups in support of a Boyn- 
ton Beach site for a county 
“satellite” courthouse complex 
were accepted by county com- 
missioners Tuesday. 

Board Chairman E. F. Van 
Kessel reported the Boynton 
backing by the Boynton Beach- 
Ocean Ridge Board of Real- 
tors, the Junior Woman's Club 
of Boynton, the Boynton Beach 
Women's Club and the Boyn- 
ton Beach-Ocean Ridge Repub- 
lican Club, 

A'south county courthouse 
annex will be built with funds 
earmarked in a $7 million cer- 
tificate of indebtedness now at 
the court validation stage. Del- 
ray Beach propósed a site for 
the complex months ago. Boyn- 
ton Beach City Council recent- 
ly came up with the second 
proposal from south county. 

"The three commissioners at 
the regular weekly meeting ac- 
cepted the latest petitions with- 
out comment and as a matter 
of record. Board members 
George Warren, who represents 
the southern section of. the 
county, and E. W. (Bud) Wea- 
ver Of Lake Harbor were ab- 
sent. Warren was attending a 
meeting at Clewiston to gain 
information on a new state law 
which creates a county agricul- 
tural zoning board. Weaver was 
ill. 

Support for each of the two 
south county sites as the loca- 
tion for a "satellite" courthouse 
annex has been forwarded per- 


iodically to the commission. via — —Postponed action on a pro-

petitions, resolutions or letter. 
Both the offers of Boynton 
Beach and Delray Beach have 
been taken under advisement. 

The south county courthouse 
annex will serve residents ín 
the same manner as the exist- 
ing county operation in the 
Glades. 

Commissioners also discussed 
ways to improve the telephone 
system at the main courthouse 
in West Palm Beach after Cir- 
cuit Court Clerk John Dunkle 
termed the situation "critical". 

Board members Dan Gaynor 
and Edward Bandlow agreed 
with Van Kessel that improve- 
ments should be made if they 
could be used after renovations 
and new sections are under- 
taken in approximately two 
years. 

Van Kessel, noting that tele- 
phone lines especially are tied 
up just before noon and from 
4:15 to 5 p. m., laid some of 
the blame on personal calls by 
courthouse employes. He said 
he might write another memo 
since one he had written re- 
cently apparently “didn't mean 
anything.” 

The board decided to direct 
County Engineer George Frost 
and Administrator Jack Dean 
to confer with the telephone 
company and courthouse archi- 
tect to see if any improvements 
made now could be utilized in 
the new and renovated build- 
ing.
